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EXPLANATORY NOTICES. 


Explanation of the column “‘ Remarks on the Weather.” 

THE principal observations consist of the average or mean state of the atmosphere in 
the different months in regard to pressure, temperature, and moisture; and of the ex- 
tremes to which it is liable in these respects. The Barometer, by which the first is 
measured, is an instrument now too well known to require deseription. The observa- 
tions are recorded in inches and thousandth parts of an inch of mercury, The Thermo- 
meter, by which the variations of heat are ascertained, is also generally known. The tem- 
perature registere tis that of the airin the shade; but, besides this, the powegof the sun’s 
rays is recorded, and the force of terrestrial radiation: this we cannot here further explain 
than by describing it as the cold produced at night upon a plot of short grass exposed 
to the full aspect of the sky; where the temperature, in clear and calm weather, is 
always considerably below that of sheltered situations. The Hygrometer, by which the 
state of the atmosphere is ascertained with regard to moisture, is not as generally 
known as the two preceding instruments; it is a contrivance by which the degree of 
temperature is readily noted at which moisture begins to be deposited upon a 

dy: us we see in summer in the familiar instances of a bottle of wine bronght from a 
cellar, or a decanter of water fresh filled from a well. This degree is called the dew- 
point ; and from it the degree of dryness may be accurately calculated, and the force or 
elasticity of the atmosphere of steam, which is always mingled with the air. 

The mean state of the atmosphere, calculated for definite periods from numerous ob- 
servations, being that state in which all disturbing causes are equally balaneed,may be 
considered, when it occurs, as least liable to sudden alteration; and whenever, on the 
contrary, the different instruments indicate an approach to extremes, experience teaches 
us to expect a change. Rapid alterations, also, are indicative of violent disturbances, 
and a sudden approach to one extreme is generally speedily followed by a change to 
the opposite. e averages have been ealeulated for Lendon ; but they will apply toa 
very large circle around. . 
Eplanation of the columns headed “ th of day,” “ Day's increase or decrease,” 

“ Day breaks” Twilight ends.” 

Tre column headed “ Length of day,” contains the number of hours and minutes 
between sun-set and sunrise. The column headet “ Day’s increase,’ expresses 
the number of hours and minutes which the day has inereased since the shortest 
day; and where the column is headed “ Day’s decrease,” it expresses the number of 
hours and minutes which the day has decreased since the longest day; for example, 
the length of the longest duy in 1835 is put down in the column “ Length of day” at 
16h 34°; and on the 6th of July following, we find that the length of the day, or the- 
number of hours and minutes between sun-set and sun-rise, is set down at 16h 247; 
hence the day has decreased 10’ since the longest asx, and accordingly in the column 
“ Day’s decrease,” we find opposite July the 6th, Oh 10’. 

Day is said to break when twilight commenees. - Twilight is generally to 


begin andend when the sun is 18 degrees, or less, below the horizon of any place, or 108° _ 


distant from the zenith: on this suppusition our tables are founded. The times of its 
commencement and end are inserted in the two columns headed “ Day. breaks,” and 
“ Twilig \t ends.” But though twilight is generally supposed to commence when the 
sun is 18° below tlie horizon, yet what is commonly called “ Day break,” that is, when 
the darkness of night gives place to a faint — aig “ly in the East, rarely 
occurs until the sun is within about 10° of the horizon. e phenomenon is influence 
by the state of the atmosphere. 

Equation of Time. 
In the Almanacs of the Society the caleulations are all made in mean time orn 
to the clock), instead of apparent time (aecording to the sun-dial), which latter ha 
been used up to the year 1833. It must be obvious that, for all practical purposes, 
mean time is the most useful, and to obtain it from apparent time, as usaally given, 
the columns in the Almanac, headed “ Equation of Time;” have been hitherto used. 
This is now annecessary. The same plan has been adopted by the “ Nautical Alma- 
nac” in almost every instance in which apparent time was formerly employed. The 
column “ Equation of Time,” cnght, however, to be eonsulted, when persons are desirous 
of setting their clocks by a sun-dial. When elock after sun is written above the number 
of minutes and seconds opposite to the day, then the clock ought to be set so much 
slower than the sun-dial, and the cay oh 
ight. 

THE time of the rising and setting of the Moon is recorded in the Calendar. But to 
enable persons, by a cursory glance, to see the hours of moonlight on any given even- 
ing, as well as to observe the comparative degrees of moonlight throughout a month 
and throughout the year, a table is given at page 5, which exhibits these circumstances 
generally, and which bears the same analogy to the minute gelonlations for each day 
which an outline map of a country does to one completely filled up. Moon’s age is.

SAINTS’ DAYS, FIXED EESTIVALS, &c. 

There can be no reason for continuing to print in a popular Almanac the names 
of all the various days which are still retained in the calendar of the Church. 
The Church of Rome and the Greek Church have Saints for every day in the year. 
The Reformers of the English Church provided offices only for very remarkable com- 
memorations, and struck out of the Calendar altogether a great number of Anniversa- 
ries, leaving only those which, in their time, were connected with Ly fon feeling or 
tradition. ur Reformers,” says Nicholls, in his Paraphrase on the Common Prayer, 
“thought fit to retain this day (All Saints), wherein, by a general commemoration, 
our Church gives God thanks for them all. In abstract § 1 and § 2, will be found all 
those days which are still in any way observed. If we except Bishop Blase, the Saint 
of the wool-combers: Crispin, of the shoe-makers; Leonard, of prisoners; Clement, 
of blacksmiths; and Nicholas, of children, sailors, and thieves, there is not a name 
amongst those in abstract § 3 which in any material degree influences the proceed- 


ings of the present time.

HALLEY’S COMET. 


Tue re-appearance of this body will take place during the present year. 
A full ephemeris of its expected course, which would be useful only to 
observers with telescopes, is given in the Nautical Almanac for this year. 
Whether it will be seen with the naked eye is matter of doubt; but to aid 
those who may be disposed to look out for it, we give a general description 
of its course, referring those who have equatorial telescopes to the Nautical 
Almanac, and those who wish for historical information upon the subject 
to the Companion to the Almanac for this year. 

As it will come on the meridian for the most part during the day-time, 
we have not given a meridian ephemeris; during that part of its course 
in which it does not set in our latitudes, its second or lower meridian 
iransit will not be so good a guide as its proximity to the best known of all 
the constellations, the Great Bear. 

Aug. 7—31. The comet is going from between the stars 6 and Z in 
Taurus, through the lower part of Auriga, towards the foot of the Great 
Bear. Oct. 2, it is near the stars in the Great Bear, and during all the 
first part of the month it will be running along directly under Charles’ 
Wain, and advancing direct into Bootes, passing between 6 and W in the 
Great Bear, y and x in the same, a little above « in Canes Venatici, 
through Bootes, between « and 23, and between 2 in Bootes and « in 
Corona Borealis. From Oct. 10 to Oct. 18, it will be in the Serpent, 
between a in the Serpent, and . and x in the shoulder of Ophiuchus: 
from whence it will proceed near 4 in Ophiuchus to Z in the same above 
Scorpio, where it will be about November 11. It will then move slowly 
to between « and f in Scorpio by December 21, from whence it will advance 
towards the shoulder of Centaurus till February 7, 1836, after which it 
will disappear. The times of appearance and disappearance are given 
only as probab/e. 

The best time to look for it (with the naked eye) will be in the first ten 
days of October, directly under, or in the line skirting, the constellation 
of the Great Bear. It is then moving very quickly; and any little ne- 
bulous appearance may be distinguished from it, Ny observing whether 
it changes its place sensibly in three or four hours. This may be done by 
finding two stars which are in a line with the supposed comet, and ob- 
serving whether it continues in that line.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 


By an Act of last Session (4 Will. IV. 
cap. 36) a Central Criminal Court is con- 
stituted for London and Middlesex and 
certain parts of Essex, Kent, and Surrey, 
the Sessions of which are to be holden in 
London or the suburbs, at least twelve 
times in every year. The Judges are the 
Lord Mayor, the Lord Chancellor, the 
Judges, the Aldermen, Recorder, and Com- 
mon Serjeant of London, and such others 
as his Majesty may appoint. The juris- 
diction of this Court extends to all trea- 
sons, murders, felonies, and misdemeanours, 
including all places within ten miles of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral; and it comprehends, 
in Essex, the parishes of Barking, East 


Ham, West Ham, Little Ilford, Low Lay- 
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ton, Walthamstow, Wanstead St. Mary, 
Woodford, and Chingford; in Kent, the 
pve of Charlton, Lee, Lewisham, 
Jreenwich, Woolwich, Eltham, Plumstead, 
St. Nicholas, Deptford, and that part of 
St. Paul’s, Deptford, which lies within the 
county of Kent, the liberty of Kidbrook, 
and < hamlet of Mottringham; and in 
Surrey, the borough of Southwark, the 
parishes of Battersea, Bermondsey, Cam- 
berwell, Christchurch, Clapham, Lambeth, 
Saint Mary Newington, Rotherhithe, 
Streatham, Barnes, Putney, the Surrey 
part of St. Paul’s, Deptford, Tooting, 
Graveney, Wandsworth, Merton, Mort- 
lake, Kew, Richmond, Wimbledon, the 
Clink Liberty, and the district of Lam- 
beth Palace. By this Act, also, offences 
committed on the high seas within the 
jurisdiction of the Admiralty of England 
are to be tried in this court.—On Satur- 
day, Nov. 1, the Court was opened by the 
Lord Chancellor, all the Judges, the Lord 
Mayor, &c.; and the following sittings 
appointed for twelve months — namely, 

onday, November 24; Monday, Dec. 15;

If addressed to 
persons who have removed, they may be 
re-directed, and sent free of extra charge. 

Such papers may be examined by the Post 

Office officers ; and if there be any breach 

of the above regulations, the packet shall 

be charged with treble duty; and if it 
shall appear not to have been duly 
stamped, shall be stopped and sent to the 

Commissioners of Stamps. 

The weight of a letter franked by a 
Member of Parliament must not exceed 
one ounce. Each Member may frank ten 
and receive fifteen daily.

Letters going Fare one Part of the Town 
to another.—lf put into the Receiving 
Houses by 8, 10, and 12 o’clock in the 
morning, and by 2, 5, and 8, in the after- 
noon: or into the principal Office by 9 and 
11 in the morning, and by 1, 3, 6, 9, in 
the afternoon: they are sent out for De- 
livery at 10 and 12 in the morning; and 
at 2, 4, 7, in the afternoon, and 8 the next 
morning. These deliveries, however, only 
apply to distances within a circle of three 
miles round the General Post Office, be- 
yond which, but within a circle of about 
twelve miles, the postage is threepence, and 
the deliveries not so frequent, but varying 
with circumstances. This circle includes 
the post towns of Hounslow, Barnet, 
Edgware, Stanmore, Southall, Waltham- 
cross, Romford, Bromley, Footscray, Croy 
don, and Kingston. It must be observed 
also that letters for places within twelve 
miles must be put in the Twopenny Post 
Office, or they will be forwarded only by 
the General Post. Each letter must not 
weigh more than four ounces,

A ticket to be sent with every parcel, 
with the charge for carriage and porter- 
age marked on it, under a penalty of 
40s., or not less than 5s. Parcels are to 
be delivered within six hours after ar- 
rival, under a penalty of 20s., or not less 
than 10s. Parcels arriving between four 
in the evening and seven in the morning, 
to be delivered in six hours from the 
latter period, under the like penalty. 


RESPONSIBILITIES OF CARRIERS. 

By 1 William IV., cap. 68, it is enacted 
that mail contractors, coach proprie- 
tors, and carriers, shall not be liable 
for the loss of any parcel containing 
coin, gold or silver manufactured or 
unmanufactured, jewellery, watches, 
clocks, &c. ; bills, bank-notes, or securi- 
ties for the payment of money, maps, 
writings, title-deeds, paintings, plated 
articles, glass, china, manufactured or 
unmanufactured: silks, furs, or lace, 
where the value of such parcel exceeds 
10/., unless delivered as such, and an in- 
creased charge be paid and accepted for 
the same, of which charge notice is to 
be affixed in offices and warehouses. 
Carriers, &c. are to give receipts, ac- 
knowledging such increased rate; and 
in case of neglecting to give areceipt or 
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affix notice, the party not to be entitled 
tothe benefit of this Act. The publica- 
tion of notices is not to limit the liability 
of proprietors, &c., in respect of any 
other goods conveyed. Every office used 
to be deemed a receiving-house ; and any 
one coach proprietor or carrier liable to 
be sued. Nothing in this Act extends to 
annul, or in any wise affect any special 
contract between such mail contractor, 
stage-coach proprietor, or common car- 
rier, and any other parties, for the con- 
veyance of goods. This Act does not 


protect any mail contractor, stage-coach 
proprietor, or other common carrier, from 
liability to answer for loss or injury to 
any goods arising from the felonious acts 
of any coachman, guard, book-keeper, or 
other servant, nor to protect any such 
coachman, servant, &c., from liability, 
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for any loss or injury occasioned by his 
own neglect or misconduct. 


HACKNEY CARRIAGE FARES. 

All vehicles, whether on two or more wheels, 
plying for Ts in any part of the metropolis, 

e exception of those licensed as stage-coaches, 
are deemed Hackney Carriages within the provi- 
sions of the Act. 

Fares according to Distance-—For every hackney- 
carriage drawn by two horses any distance not ex- 
ceeding one mile, one shilling, and sixpence for 
mies additional half-mile or fractional part of half 
a e. 

Fares according to Time.—For every hackney- 
carriage drawn by two horses any time not exceed- 
ing half an hour, one shilling; and sixpence for 
every additional quarter of an hour, or fractional 


part thereof.

MAIL COACH ROUTES DIRECT FROM LONDON. 


Tue following List, by the kindness of the Gentlemen connected with the Mail Coach Superin- 
tendent’s Department at the Post Office, has been corrected according to the latest arrangements, and 
is of importance, as enabling persons to ascertain the time of receiving and delivering letters, as we!l 
as of forwardi Is, and otherwise availing themselves of these conveyances. A very trifling 
computation will enable them also to ascertain the time of the mail passing any of the intermediate 
places. The first column gives the distance in miles from London, from the Post Office; the 
third is the time of the mail’s from, and the last its time of passing to London. The mails 
leave the Post-Office, London, every evening at 8, except on Sundays, when they are an hour earlier. 
The time mentioned is London time throughout, for the difference between which and the time at the 
different places, see the Companion for 1831. The Edinburgh and Glasgow mails arrive at the General 


Post Office at 5 30 a.m.; the others arrive between 6 and7 a.m., with the exception of the Liverpool 


and Leeds,which arrive in the evening at 9 o’clock.

The carat, used for weighing diamonds, 
is 31 grains. The term, however, when 
used to express the fineness of gold, has a 
relative meaning only. Every mass of 
alloyed gold is supposed to be divided into 
24 eyual parts; thus the standard for coin 
is 22 carats fine, that is, it consists of 22 

rts of pure gold, and 2 parts of alloy.

Abstract of the Act of last Session for 
the Regulation of Weights and Measures. 
ENACTMENTS. 

Copies or models of the imperial stan- 
dard weights and measures are to be 
provided by the magistrates in England 
and Scotland, and in Ireland by grand 
juries or judges; to be deposited in 
central and convenient places, under the 
care of inspectors. ; 

Local weights and measures not in 
conformity with the imperial standard 
are prohibited. 

e heaped measure is abolished after 
the lst January, 1835. 
* No weights made of lead or pewter 
shall be stamped or used. 

Weights and measures, though not 
copies, in shape or form, of the imperial 
standard, yet, if compared, verified, and 
stamped, at the Exchequer, may be le- 

y used. 

All standard weights and measures 
are to be stamped by the inspectors. 

A stone is to consist, in all cases, of 
fourteen standard pounds avoirdupois; 
an hundred weight, of eight such stones ; 
and a ton, of twenty such hund. weight. 

All articles, sold by weight, shall be 
sold by avoirdupois weight, except gold, 
silver, platina, diamonds, or other pre- 
cious stones, and drugs by retail, which 
may be sold by troy weight. 

The fiar prices of grain in Scotland 
are to be struck by the imperial quarter. 

Copies of the imperial standard weights 
and measures, deposited under the care 
of the inspectors, when worn or mended, 
are to be sent to the Exchequer to be re- 
verified. 


PoWERS GRANTED AND SECURITIES 
REQUIRED. 


The magistrates, in their respective 
districts, may enter shops, warehouses, 
&c-.ho examine and compare all weights, 
meastres, scales, beams, and other 
weighing machines. 

Inspectors are to be appointed by the 
magistrates; and are to enter into legal 
securities of 100/. each, for the due per- 
formance of their duties. 

Weigh-masters in Ireland are to per- 
form certain of the duties, and to receive 
the same fees, as are provided by this 
Act for inspectors. > 

The clerks of the peace, in each 
county, are to give in a return, by the 
lst March, 1836, to the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department, of how far 
the enactments of the Act are complied 
with, and the particulars in each case. 

A register is to be kept at the Ex- 
chequer, of all copies of the standard 
weights and measures which have been 
verified. 


PENALTIES. 

Contracts, bargains, or sales, by heaped 

measure, or by any other stone, hundred 
weight, or ton, than those prescribed, 
— lst January, 1835, are to be null and 
void. 
- Persons using light, defective, or un- 
stamped weights or measures, to forfeit 
any sum not exceeding 5/.; and weights, 
measures, scales, &c., to be seized and 
condemned. 

Persons obstructing magistrates, in any 
way, ininspecting weights and measures, 
to forfeit any sum not exceeding 5/. 

Counterfeiting stamps on weights and 
measures, exposes the person detected to 
a penalty of not more than 50/., nor less — 
than 10/. The selling of weights or mea. 
sures having forged stamps, renders the 
individual liable to a forfeiture of not 
more than 102, nor less than 40s. 

Any sheriff ’s clerk, clerk of a market, 
or other person, offending against the 
regulation respecting the fiar prices of 
grain in Scotland, to be liable to a for- 
feiture of not less than 20s., nor more 
than 5/. 

The clerks of the peace are liable toa 
penalty of 50/. if they do not make the 
return, required by the Act, on the Ist 
March, 1836. 

Judges in Ireland neglecting to exa- 
mine whether copies of standard weights 
and measures have been provided, to 
forfeit 50/. 

One-half of all penalties to go to in- 
formers. 

Persons convicted ofany penalty under 
the Act, may appeal in England, Wales, 
and Ireland, to the next general sessions, 
on giving security, in double the amount 
of the penalty, within forty-eight hours 
after conviction ; and in Scotland to the 
Court of Justiciary, on giving caution to 


pay the penalty and expenses, in case 
the appeal be dismissed. 
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
